Director's  Note 


Friedrich  Duerrenmatt  called  his  play  The  Visit  a  tragicomedy  —  where  tragedy 
and  comedy  are  so  fused  that  each  serves  to  intensify  and  support  the  other.  He 
stated  that  this  was  the  only  viable  theatrical  form  suitable  for  the  world  in  its 
present  condition.  He  was  speaking  of  Europe  in  the  1950's.  I  selected  this  play  to 
do  in  large  part  because  I  could  see  the  application  of  this  play  to  our  country  in  the 
1990's. 

In  this  production,  we  meet  some  typical  people  facing  some  of  the  problems 
which  many  are  facing  today  —  hard  economic  times,  recession,  unemployment. 
They  confront  some  not-so-typical  people  who  challenge  their  value  system  and 
their  moral  character.  The  specific  problem  is  not  as  important  as  the  universal 
challenge. 

Duerrenmatt  purposely  does  not  preach;  nor  does  he  judge  his  characters.  He 
believed  that  the  value  of  a  play  lies  in  the  problems  it  poses  through  the  dramatic 
medium,  and  not  the  ones  that  it  solves.  He  leaves  it  to  the  audience  to  draw  any 
moral  from  his  dramatic  parable.

Director's  Note 

I  firmly  believe  that  when  Beth  Henley  sat  down  to  write  Crimes,  she 
had  another  play  in  mind.  In  this  play,  the  main  character  is  a  woman 
who  has  three  daughters,  is  deserted  by  her  husband  and  falls  into  a 
deep  depression,  ultimately  ending  her  life  by  hanging  herself  in  the 
basement  along  with  an  old,  stray  yellow  cat  she  used  to  feed.  The 
problem  with  this  premise  is  the  audience  would  end  up  dragging 
themselves  out  of  the  theater  and  probably  drive  their  cars  into  various 
trees  or  off  the  edge  of  cliffs.  After  all,  theatre  should  be  entertainment. 
So,  instead  of  proceeding  with  this  concept,  Henley  had  to  ask  herself, 
"what  would  happen  to  the  daughters",  say  fifteen  years  later. 

As  we  witness  theatrical  tragedy,  it  is  always  left  to  our  imagination 
as  to  what  would  happen  to  these  characters  down  the  road.  In  Crimes 
we  see  what  happens  and  the  tragedy  is  left  to  our  imagination. 
Suddenly,  we  realize  that  personal  tragedy  is  survivable  that  nothing  in 
life  is  the  end  until  we  face  the  ultimate  end  and  that  each  of  us  has  the 
capacity  to  choose. 

God's  gift  of  life  comes  with  no  guarantee  of  happiness  or  satisfac- 
tion, but  it  does  come  with  the  tools  to  pursue  happiness  and  self 
fulfillment,  if  we  choose  to  look  for  it  and  if  we  try  to  understand  where 
happiness  comes  from  and  how  we  are  fulfilled. 

It  is  my  experience  that  no  individual  can  go  through  life  without 
facing  some  tragedy,  but  every  once  in  a  while  we  need  to  be  reminded 
that  there  is  life  after  tragedy  and  that  these  stumbling  blocks  should  be 
viewed  simply  as  stumbling  blocks  and  nothing  more.  Time  for 
recovery  is  necessary.  We  all  need  to  heal.  For  some  it  may  be  a  month, 
some  fifteen  years;  but  for  as  long  as  life  is  in  our  bones,  hope  remains, 
choice  stands  before  us  and  life's  simple  yet  glorious  pleasures  are  there 
for  us  to  discover.

Director's  Note 

Sometimes  I  feel  that  directors  should  never  attend  plays.  There  is 
an  everpresent  danger  that  they  will  fall  in  love.  That  is  what  happened 
when  I  saw  Into  the  Woods  for  the  first  time.  It  was  love  at  first  sight, 
and  I  knew  that  I  would  direct  it  some  day.  As  we  talked  about  the 
musical  at  the  end,  I  realized  one  of  the  reasons  why  it  so  appealed  to 
me.  Each  of  us  got  a  strong  message  from  the  musical  which  we  were 
applying  to  our  personal  situation  —  and  each  of  these  messages  were 
different.  That's  it  --  there  is  so  much  there,  and  something  for  every- 
one. 

But  beyond  the  challenging  music,  great  characters,  intricate  plot, 
and  other  entertaining  elements,  what  most  attracts  me  to  this  particu- 
lar musical  are  the  many  themes  and  concepts  peaking  through  the  fun 
and  laughter. 

One  of  the  reasons  that  I  love  to  work  in  theatre  is  the  microcosm 
which  theatre  creates  -  the  connections  between  the  virtual  world  of 
the  stage  and  the  real  world  of  the  audience.  I  find  that  the  best  plays 
make  that  connection  strong  and  bold.  This  is  one  of  those  musicals  for 
me.

end  the  triumphs  of  high  achievement  and  who 
at  the  worst,  if  he  fails,  at  least  fails  while  dar- 
ing  greatly,  so  that  his  place  shall  not  be  with 
those  cold  and  timid  souls  who  know  neither 
victory  or  defeat"
